The Chichagof selected land stretches from the waterfall on the inlet across from Pelican 
westward around into Lisianski Straits to a point approximately two-and-a-half miles past 
Stag Bay. The Yakobi Island selection reaches from Soapstone Cove at the mouth of 
Lisianski Inlet to Miner Island and the down the Lisianski Straits to a point 
approximately two miles past Stag Bay. 



The forest service is interested in the exchange, because it would make Admiralty Island 
National Monument "more whole." Evidently, they overlook current settlements at Greens 
Creek Mine, Funter Bay, city of Angoon, and Pybus Bay Lodge. 



I strongly object to this exchange; quite frankly Shee Atika made its selection and it 
should keep its land. Shee Atika has utilized its land by harvesting the trees; it makes 
no sense to trade that land for public land of great value. 



The Lisianski land in question is regularly used by residents of Pelican, Juneau, Hoonah, 
Sitka and -elsewhere for deer hunting and other subsistence and recreational purposes. The 
proposed land exchange would remove more than half of the best hunting areas from public 
access. Rather than make the Admiralty National Monument "more whole" at the expense of 
some other area, let us keep ANSCA whole by adhering to the original terms; a deal is a 
deal. I will be writing to Forest Cole, forest service supervisor in Ketchikan, regarding 
this subject as well as every politician that may influence him. I encourage others to do 
the same.

Wearing a bike helmet matters 



Monday morning I received a not-so-subtle reminder about the importance of wearing a bike 
helmet, even on short trips without much traffic. 



A car slowed and motioned me to turn in front of it onto Lake Street from Etolin Way, just 
as another cyclist was pedaling by in the next lane. As I turned left onto Lake, I looked 
back to make sure the car was staying stopped and I wasn't going to yeer into the path. of 
the other cyclist. Somehow I accidentally squeezed my left (front) brake handle, and when 
the brakes grabbed my momentum threw me headfirst over the handlebars. 
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The other cyclist stopped to see if I was OK, and he said it looked like I landed right on 
my helmet- I have road rash and bruises on the palms of both hands, my right knee and left 
inner thigh (and I tore a pair of pants) . But I have no damage to my head, not even a 
scratch. The brain bucket worked, likely saving me from a concussion or worse fate. 

If you're a cyclist, please learn from my little incident that you should always wear your 
helmet, including on short trips. Even the most experienced cyclists can take a tumble 
(I'm not an expert, but I've been commuting by bike off and on since gas cost less than $1 
a gallon) . I was only a block from ray apartment, and on clear pavement with no rain or 
gravel to make it slick. 



If you're a parent and your kids ride a bike, skateboard, scooter, in-line skates or 
similar vehicle, please be aware there is a Sitka helmet ordinance that requires helmet 
use for anyone younger than 18 years old (Chapter 11.70.010 of the Sitka General Code, 
www.hss.state.ak.us/ dph/ipems /in jury_jprevention/helmetSafety/bi cycle/legislation. htm) . 
I've seen a lot more kids riding without helmets, and parents need to be aware they (the 
parents) can be fined if their child is stopped by police for not wearing a helmet.

DNR has some extensive mapping abilities and some are available electronically on the web. The maps 
should show the boundaries and the title that land is held in, such as federal, state, local, ANCSA, etc., 
and existing infrastructure, such as pipelines, roads, airports, eta, A user guide and links to the maps is 
attached. I did not mention to anyone at DNR why I needed this information. 

If DNR's DGGS division can create a map of known large projects that could be developed, (mining, oil 
and gas reserves and pipelines (small) and large renewable energy projects), we could overlay the two 
maps, see where projects are located, know who owns the land the projects are on, and where the project 
is in relation to existing infrastructure. 

At that point, we could start doing some analysis of feasibility, rough cost estimates, positive economic 
impact, likelihood of stalling out due to environmental lawsuits, what infrastructure would need to be built 
to get the projects moving, and ranking the projects. 

This list could then be discussed by the commissioners and staff of DNR, DOT, Revenue, Labor, and 
OMB and ultimately, we could provide recommendations to the Governor. 

I am also mailing 2 wall size maps showing land ownership. Call me if you have questions.

Recognizing that you will soon be meeting with a number of House Republicans and 
Republican challengers, I have briefly analyzed below the latest energy proposal by House 
Democrats . 



This legislation, which was not available until this morning, will be voted on today in 
the House on the suspension calendar. The suspension calendar requires a 2/3rds vote for 
passage, and no amendments are allowed. So, the Republican energy package, which includes 
ANWR, will not be considered. 



There is virtually no chance that the Democrats' proposal will become law. However, 
because Alaska is prominently featured, and because there will be much rhetoric and press 
coverage, I have reviewed the bill, which is attached. 



* NPR-A-leasing and pipeline construction - seeks to expedite leasing and the 
construction of necessary pipelines. There appears to be nothing new here. The BLM is 
proceeding expeditiously with a leasing program, and I'm sure that pipeline construction 
will be expedited as necessary. 

* Alaska gas pipeline coordination - makes the President responsible for coordinating 
pipeline activities . The federal pipeline coordinator is vested with most of these 
responsibilities in the 2005 legislation. Bringing in the President and expanding 
somewhat on the scope of coordination might help marginally but is not much of a 
substantive change. 

* Project labor Agreements - this section would require project labor agreements for 

1 
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the gas pipeline and makes mandatory earlier sense of Congress language enacted in 2005. 
In my opinion, the new language adds little, as almost everyone has expected project labor 
agreements . However, producers and pipeline companies might feel that a mandatory 
requirement biases future PLA negotiations. 

* Pipeline maintenance - requires that the operators of oil and gas pipelines in 
Alaska certify annually that their pipelines are being maintained and operated in a 
efficient manner. In my opinion, this doesn't add much to existing law. 

* Oil export ban - would reimpose the ban on exporting Alaska oil. This would 
accomplish little, as there have been no Alaska exports, we're told, since 2000. This 
would appear to be a slap at Alaska sovereignty since other states are not so encumbered, 
and limited amounts of crude oil and refined products are exported now. 

* Use it or Loose it/federal leaseholders - would penalize leaseholders who are not 
acting diligently to produce oil and gas from their leases. This would appear to add very 
little to the due diligence and production requirements of existing law and arguably does 
not recognize the realities of how hydrocarbons are explored for and produced. 

* Royalty Payments - is designed to ensure that the federal government receives its 
proper share of revenues from federal leases throughout the country. Again, existing law 
and regulations contain provisions to accomplish this purpose. 



Conclusion: In my opinion, this bill is more rhetorical than real. Neither it nor the 
Republican alternative has much chance of being enacted. 



There seems to be a consensus on the need to enact legislation to restrict petroleum 
speculation, but the consensus ends there. In the meantime, there is a bipartisan group 
seeking to draft a more meaningful energy policy that could attract enough votes to be 

enacted.

The BLM is 
proceeding expeditiously with a leasing program, and I'm sure that pipeline construction 
will be expedited as necessary. 

* Alaska gas pipeline coordination - makes the President responsible for coordinating 
pipeline activities . The federal pipeline coordinator is vested with most of these 
responsibilities in the 2005 legislation. Bringing in the President and expanding 
somewhat on the scope of coordination might help marginally but is not much of a 

substantive change. 

* Project labor Agreements - this section would require project labor agreements for 
the gas pipeline and makes mandatory earlier sense of Congress language enacted in 2005, 
In my opinion, the new language adds little, as almost everyone has expected project labor 
agreements . However, producers and pipeline companies might feel that a mandatory 
requirement biases future PLA negotiations. 
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* Pipeline maintenance - requires that the operators of oil and gas pipelines in 
Alaska certify annually that their pipelines are being maintained and operated in a 
efficient manner. In my opinion, this doesn't add much to existing law. 

* Oil export ban - would reimpose the ban on exporting Alaska oil. This would 
accomplish little, as there have been no Alaska exports, we're told, since 2000. This 
would appear to be a slap at Alaska sovereignty since other states are not so encumbered, 
and limited amounts of crude oil and refined products are exported now. 

* Use it or Loose it/federal leaseholders - would penalize leaseholders who are not 
acting diligently to produce oil and gas from their leases. This would appear to add very 
little to the due diligence and production requirements of existing law and arguably does 
not recognize the realities of how hydrocarbons are explored for and produced * 

* Royalty Payments - is designed to ensure that the federal government receives its 
proper share of revenues from federal leases throughout the country. Again, existing law 
and regulations contain provisions to accomplish this purpose. 



Conclusion: In my opinion, this bill is more rhetorical than real. Neither it nor the 
Republican alternative has much chance of being enacted. 



There seems to be a consensus on the need to enact legislation to restrict petroleum 
speculation, but the consensus ends there. In the meantime, there is a bipartisan group 
seeking to draft a more meaningful energy policy that could attract enough votes to be 
enacted.

Recognizing that you will soon be meeting with a number of House Republicans and Republican 
challengers, I have briefly analyzed below the latest energy proposal by House Democrats. 

This legislation, which was not available until this morning, will be voted on today m the House on the 
suspension calendar. The suspension calendar requires a 2/3rds vote for passage, and no amendments 
are allowed. So, the Republican energy package, which includes ANWR, will not be considered. 

There is virtually no chance that the Democrats' proposal will become law. However, because Alaska is 
prominently featured, and because there will be much rhetoric and press coverage, I have reviewed the 
bill, which is attached.

NPR-A-Ieasing and pipeline construction - seeks to expedite leasing and the construction of 
necessary pipelines. There appears to be nothing new here. The BLM is proceeding 
expeditiously with a leasing program, and I'm sure that pipeline construction will be expedited as 

necessary- 
Alaska gas pipeline coordination - makes the President responsible for coordinating pipeline 
activities. The federal pipeline coordinator is vested with most of these responsibilities in 
the 2005 legislation. Bringing in the President and expanding somewhat on the scope of 
coordination might help marginally but is not much of a substantive change. 
Project labor Agreements - this section would require project labor agreements for the gas 
pipeline and makes mandatory earlier sense of Congress language enacted in 2005. In my 
opinion, the new language adds little, as almost everyone has expected project labor 
agreements . However, producers and pipeline companies might feel that a mandatory 
requirement biases future PLA negotiations. 

Pipeline maintenance - requires that the operators of oil and gas pipelines in Alaska certify 
annually that their pipelines are being maintained and operated in a efficient manner. In my 
opinion, this doesn't add much to existing law. 

Oil export ban - would reimpose the ban on exporting Alaska oil. This would accomplish little, as 
there have been no Alaska exports, we're told, since 2000. This would appear to be a slap at 
Alaska sovereignty since other states are not so encumbered, and limited amounts of crude oil 
and refined products are exported now. 

Use it or Loose it/federal leaseholders - would penalize leaseholders who are not acting diligently 
to produce oil and gas from their leases. This would appear to add very little to the due diligence 
and production requirements of existing law and arguably does not recognize the realities of how 
hydrocarbons are explored for and produced. 

Royalty Payments - is designed to ensure that the federal government receives its proper share 
of revenues from federal leases throughout the country. Again, existing law and 
regulations contain provisions to accomplish this purpose. 



Conclusion: In my opinion, this bill is more rhetorical than real. Neither it nor the Republican alternative 
has much chance of being enacted. 
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There seems to be a consensus on the need to enact legislation to restrict petroleum speculation, but the 
consensus ends there. In the meantime, there is a bipartisan group seeking to draft a more meaningful energy 
policy that could attract enough votes to be enacted.

According to news articles, Minority Leader Boehner supports the Alaska provisions in the energy legislation 
proposed yesterday by House Democrats- While this bill was defeated on the suspension calendar, which 
requires a 2/3rds vote for approval, the Alaska provisions (discussed in my email yesterday) could come up 
again in some other context. 

Accordingly, if possible, I would suggest that you talk with Mr. Boehner during his Alaska visit this weekend. In 
my opinion, he is inadvertently failing into the Democrats' trap. Their proposal, and not just the use it or loose 
it feature, is much more rhetorical than real. In general, I believe that the Alaska provisions add little to existing 
law and, in some cases (ban on oil exports) are actually deleterious. 

If Mr. Boehner knows the facts, which I will be providing to his staff today, he might change his mind. 

This could also help with some of the 26 House Republicans and a few oil state Democrats who voted in favor of 

Speaker PefosPs legislation. 

Several of our concerns are also discussed in a Statement of Administration Policy issued yesterday by the Bush 
Administration. I have pasted the statement below so that you can see the Administration's problems with the 
NPR-A and gas pipeline provisions, as well as with the ban on Alaska oil exports.

Hie Administration strongly opposes H.R.6515, which fails to address the pressing energy needs of our Nation. 

Instead, the bill would discourage the development of domestic energy resources, drive up gasoline prices, and 

reduce the Nation's energy security. With gasoline prices at historic highs, it is unimaginable that Congress Is 

considering legislation that would, among other things, reduce domestic oil supply by chilling investment and 

placing new restrictions on how exploration can go forward. If H.R. 6515 were presented to the President, his 

senior advisors would recommend that he veto the bill. 

This legislation is another example of the Democratically controlled Congress* failure to address the root causes 

of high gasoline prices. The President has put forward a combination of Federal policies to access our domestic 

resources, break our dependence on fossil fuels, improve our energy efficiency, and harness the power of

legislation, the Administration strongly urges the Congress to take action in these areas. 
The bill prohibits the granting of new oil or gas exploration or production leases to any entity that is not 
"diligently developing" its existing leases on Federal lands. Current law already establishes initial lease periods 
and requires that reasonable progress be made toward production of resources from Federal oil and gas leases. 
Failure to demonstrate and maintain progress toward commencing production already results in the forfeiture of 
the lease and any extensions, as well as the lessee's investment in it. 

By blocking some firms from competing for new leases, this legislation would further increase gasoline prices 
that already exceed $4 per gallon and result in unintended consequences due to litigation. Even though new 
leases will take years to develop, oil markets are forward-looking, and an expected decline in future supply will 
raise prices today. 

This bill mandates additional oil and gas leasing sales within the National Petroleum Reserve - Alaska (NPR-A). 
Tills mandate is misplaced, as regular lease sales are already occurring. The key impediment to increasing 
production from NPR-A is the near continuous legal challenges to Federal lease sales in Alaska-lawsuits that 
would just as surely prevent any meaningful progress intended by the bill's mandates. The Administration urges 
Congress to address this key impediment, and thereby have a real positive impact on production. 
This bill seeks to expedite construction of pipelines in Alaska for oil and natural gas. The Administration is willing 
to help expedite any Federal permits needed to facilitate construction of such pipelines. However, the 
Administration would oppose any requirement for further Federal funding or financial support for these 
pipelines, as there are sufficient market incentives for their development In particular, the Administration would 
strongly oppose any additional Federal financial incentives beyond the already authorized $18 billion in Federal 
loan guarantees. If Congress really wants to have a positive impact on production in Alaska, they should allow 
more production in the area of Alaska's National Wildlife Refuge that was set aside for oil and gas exploration. 
Finally, this bill requires that Alaskan oil production supply only U.S. markets. Such a ban on the export of 
Alaskan oil is unnecessary and unwise. None of the oil production from the North Slope of Alaska is sold beyond 
Alaska and the Lower-48 States. The U.S. Congress did pass a law in 1995 permitting exports, but virtually no 
oil has been exported for the past eight years. Such a ban would make virtually no additional oil available to 
LLS. consumers, and would not lower oil prices that are set in a world market. At the same time, such export 
restrictions are detrimental to the efficient operation of global energy markets and would send the wrong signal 
to our trading partners who may face pressure to impose similar trade restrictions.

Fellowships with the U.S. Department of Education for 2008-09. Fiv e Washington Fellows 
(Stephanie Canada, elementary physical education, Shawnee, OK; Jonathan Eckert, seventh-grade 
science, FranHin, TNf; Steven Hicks, kindergarten and first-grade, Los Angeles, CA; Bobbi 
Houtchens, high school English and English as a Second Language, San Bernardino, CA; and Julie 
Shively, fourth- and fifth-grade gifted math, Lawrenceville, GA) will become full-line Department 
employees in Washington, D.C, for one year, engaging in policy discussions, working with different 
program offices, and participating in a variety of projects. Twent y Classroom Fellows will remain in 
their classrooms and be paid for assignments throughout the school year on a part-time basis. "I 
know we wiH benefit from the fellows' knowledge and experience in the classroom," the Secretary 
said. 'While the Department offers multiple avenues for teachers to participate in policy 
discussions, this is truly a unique opportunity. ... I hope it becomes part of the fabric at the U.S. 
Department of Education for many years to come." More than 1,000 teachers across the U.S. 
applied for the fellowships. Representing 22 states, all grade spans, and a range of subjects, fellows 
were selected based on their clear impact on student achievement, record of leadership, and 
potential for contribution to both the Department and the field.

NCLB UPDATE 
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The Department has published Fiscal Year 2008 Title I allocations by school district Under the No Child 
Left Behind Act, districts must spend an amount equal to 20% of their Tide I> Part A allocation to cover 
public school choice-related transportation costs and pay for supplemental educational services (SES). 
Districts have some discretion to determine the allocation of funds between the activities, but they must use 
at least one-quarter (5%) of the 20% "reservation" on each activity, if the cost of satisfying demand for each 
exceeds 5%. Moreover, for each student receiving SES, districts ate required to pay the lesser of the actual 
cost of such services or an amount equal to the district's Tide I, Part A allocation divided by the number of 
poor children within the district, as determined by Census Bureau estimates. FOR MORE

the academic achievement of low-income students in Title I schools identified for improvement, correction 
action, or restmcturing. Through this demonstration, Oil will fund proposals that wfll serve as national 
models of how these two federally authorized after-school initiatives can be coordinated so that a greater 
number of students enroll in, participate in, and complete academic after-school services. A "notice of 
intent" to apply is due July 21, while the deadline for applications is August 12, FOR MORE 
INFORMATION, PLEASE GO T O http://www.ed.gov/programs/sesdemo/ .

IDEA DETERMINATION LETTERS 

As required by statute, the Department recentiy issued determination letters regarding states' 
implementation of the Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (IDEA). Each state was evaluated on key 
indicators under Part B (ages 3 through 21) and Part C (infants through age 2) and placed into one of four 
categories: meets requirements, needs assistance, needs intervention, and needs substantial intervention. 
Staff carefully considered states' Annual Performance Reports, information obtained through monitoring 
visits, and other public records. Overall, most states fell into the top two categories. Thirteen states earned 
the highest rating for Part B, and 21 states earned the top rating for Part C. No states were in the lowest 
category on either part. For states in the lower categories, the IDEA identifies technical assistance or 
actions which the agency must take under specific circumstances. The Department will work with states 
that need assistance or intervention using its network of technical assistance centers. New determination 
letters are issued annually.

STEM PROGRESS REPORT 



This week, Tapping America's Potential (TAP), a coalition of 16 leading U.S. business organizations, 
released a report assessing the progress made over the last three years toward the TAP goal of doubling the 
number of students earning bachelors degrees in science, technology, engineering, and math (STEM). The 
report, "Gaining Momentum, Losing Ground," indicates that, while the number of degrees rose early in the 
decade (from 201,055 degrees in 2001 to 208,243 in 2002 and 220,360 in 2003), the number of degrees has 
leveled off at about 225,000 per year — substantially off track of reaching 400,000 by 2015. The report also 
updates TAP's recommendations for advancing U.S. competitiveness: boosting and sustaining funding for 
basic research; reforming visa and immigration policies to enable the U.S. to attract and retain STEM 
students from around the world; upgrading K-12 math and science teaching; and building public 
understanding and support FOR MORE INFORMATION, PLEASE GO TO 
http://www.tap2015.org/news/tap 2008 progress.pdf . 



MONITORING AMERICAN CHILDREN 

The 2008 edition of "America's Children: Key National Indicators of Weil-Being," compiled by the 22- 
member Federal Interagency Forum on Child and Family Statistics, presents indicators in seven sections: 
family and social environment, economic circumstances, health care, physical environment and safety > 
behavior, education, and health. In 2007, the report cited under education, scores of fourth- and eighth- 
graders on the National Assessment of Educational Progress (NAEP) were higher in math than in all 
previous assessments and higher in reading than in 2005. Other favorable changes: a decline in childhood 
(ages 5-14) deaths from injuries (from 8.2 per 100,000 children in 2004 to 7.7 per 100,000 in 2005) and a 
decrease in the percentage of eighth-graders who smoked daily (from 10% in 1996 to 4% in 2006 and 3% in 
2007). On the other hand, there was an increase in low birth weight infants (less than five pounds, eight 
ounces), and the birth rate among adolescent girls (ages 15-17) increased for the first time in 15 years. FOR

Governor, 

As you know, the fish came \n very hard in early July, with a catch of. 2.6 million fish in a single day. This 
led to limits and shutdowns as processors struggled to keep up. After the season, we will have ADF&G's 
best guess of how many fish went unharvested due to these limits. We have foreign owned processors in 
the bay now (shorebased) and we have floaters (U.S. owned). We just don't have any foreign owned 
floaters. It's not that big of a leap, they just require a different permit. Also, even our existing processors 
have told us that they do not mind competition as long as everyone is on a level playing field. I have also 
reminded the press that we met with processors prior to the season to encourage them to bring as much 
capacity as possible to the bay and also worked with some of our contacts to find out if there was foreign 
interest out there. We didn't get any applications for this season for foreign floaters, but what I have tokJ 
people is that when the 2009 forecast comes out in November if we are expecting another big year, we 
will do everything possible to be sure that fishermen have the opportunity to harvest that resource. We 
will let it be known far and wide that there is an opportunity for investment in our seafood industry here in 
Alaska and we will work with interested folks to get that capacity here. We can use our Office of 
Economic Development, our International Trade people, and other contacts we have to get the word out 
There is no doubt that many existing companies did step up and increase capacity, just as they told us 
they would. However, there is also no doubt that it still was not enough and more investment in that 
region is needed if large runs continue. 

I did talk with Bob for about 35 minutes the other day and provided him with much of this information.

DPS* share of the goal of a $20 million reduction in operating costs ended up around $2.5 
million.

I would bet that at least one of a handful of people in Fairbanks will ask about using our royalty oil to fix the 
energy/home heating oil crisis. Richard Tilly, Lisa Peger, and Jim Weidner have all been advocates of this approach 
at one point or another. 

Richard Tilly is a local contractor who took the time to put together a fairly detailed proposal and set of figures. It 
was, in turn, sent to Commissioner Irwin by Rep. Kawasaki for review. We are very close to having an equally 
detailed response explaining why that approach can f t and won't work. 

The bottom line is that a judicial decision suggests strongly that we can't sell royalty oil for less than we would 
receive than if we took it in value. 

Beyond that, much of our royalty oil is already under contract to Flint Hills, but even if we were to take it all in kind 
and sell it for less, it is unlikely to have the intended effect. There is more oil refined in Alaska than we have in 
royalty. We would have to subsidize non-royalty oil in order to get all heating oil, diesel, and gasoline produced in 
Alaska down to the same price. 

This will all be explained to Rep Kawasaki, Mr Tilly, and anybody else who asks about it in short order. We can 
take names and addresses for those who are interested and send them the details and report.

Former Commissioner Monegan has asked several questions of me through reporter Megan

Mr. Monegan has asked if I was aware he had several various plans in the works related to 
staffing and recruitment and retention. Like the legislature, I was focused and aware of 
a lack of results in recruiting and retention. Action and results, not words are the 
bottom line. For nearly two years there were very high numbers of vacancies in the 
troopers with nearly 1 in 7 positions being unfilled. There were 56 vacancies as of June 
30, 2008. I was also aware that regardless of any plans of Mr. Monegan' 5, no new

Dear Governor, 

I'm sorry for the scandal and misdirection that has embattled your administration this week and 
distracted you and your staff. I am an Alaska State Trooper, but wish to remain anonymous. I 
hope you'll permit this and not release this to anyone outside your administration. 

As I see the problems that our Department of Public Safety faces* I have a few comments I'd like 
to make. 

1) Wooten should have been fired a long time ago. I worked with Mike and he never had the 
integrity required to be part of the Alaska State Troopers. He should have been fired for 
performance reasons alone, as he was without exception one of the laziest Troops in B 
detachment. 

2) Administrative Investigations should be carried out by individuals who are trained in such, 
but are employed outside the division of the Alaska State Troopers to avoid the appearance of 
impropriety. There is no other way to maintain credible oversight of the AST ranks. 

3) Troopers need to have their mission redefined and pared back, or huge numbers need to be 
added to their ranks. The rank and file Trooper works his fingers to the bone, and we're laughed 
at by our municipal peers for how vast our responsibilities are compared to theirs; we regularly 
miss days off and work extra-long shifts so that we can do an "ok" job. We want to do excellent 
work, and the frustration alone is demoralizing. When we get painted by the brush of scandal, 
and one of our own has his very serious sins aired for the world to see, we all look bad. Morale 
is at an all time low, make no mistake. 

Some solutions I'd like to propose: 

1 ) Separate all the investigative bureaus (Alaska Bureau of Investigation, Alaska Bureau of 
Alcohol and Drug Enforcement, Wildlife Investigations, etc) into one division with its own 
Colonel. This would create a separate career path for the investigators so that they can acquire 
the complex skills necessary for this type of work, as well as provide an unbiased entity that can 
more credibly perform Administrative Investigations of police misconduct If they received the 
proper training, they could even look into allegations of official misconduct outside DPS. In 
many states, this is exactly how things are done. This would also allow the investigative bureau 
to hire outside AST, recruiting experienced investigators from municipal departments without 
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the spectre of forced transfer. This would be right in line with your recruiting goals. 



2) Make a decision about what the Troopers will stop doing, so that they can concentrate on excellence 
in what they do, or significantly increase their support for more officers, and better equipment and 
training. If you're going to have State Police, they really should lead the pack, and there are a number of 
municipalities that offer far more competitive pay/benefit packages with half the work. 

3) Show public support for your Troops. They work hard for you, and we're really a good bunch of 
guys and girls. One bad Trooper and an unwieldy discipline system that didn't fire him means that some 
changes need to be made, but the rest of us really care about doing the right thing, the right way, for the 
right reasons. Mike Wooten is the exception, but with the perception that you bear enmity toward all 
Troopers, they will undoubtedly suffer another hit to their morale, something that could be devastating 
at this time. 

I read every page of the published Wooten AI file and it made my blood boil, because I'm now looked at 
with the same disdain by the public as Mike Wooten is; I wear the same uniform. I'm mostly powerless 
in making positive changes in this uncertain environment, so I look to you to make a difference here. 
Please listen.

On behalf of the National Conference of Insurance Legislators (NCOIL), I am forwarding to you a Flood 
Disaster Mitigation and Relief Model Act, which was adopted unanimously by the NCOIL Executive 
Committee on Sunday July 13, 2008, during the NCOIL Summer Meeting at the New York Marriott 
Marquis. 

The model act lays out a comprehensive state program to promote awareness of and access to the 
National Flood Insurance Program (NFIP). The model addresses Insurance producer and realtor 
education, local floodplain zoning and management, mandatory purchase of flood insurance by property 
owners in floodplains, property-owner self-certification of compliance, and other hazard mitigation efforts. 

NCOIL has amended provisions in the model law regarding insurance producer education requirements. 
Among other things, the new language would allow for either basic or advanced continuing education 
requirements and would authorize online instruction. NCOIL first adopted the model act in November 
2003. 

NCOIL is an organization of state legislators whose primary area of interest is insurance legislation and 
regulation. Many legislators active in NCOIL either chair or are members of the committees responsible 
for insurance legislation in their respective state houses across the country. More information is available 
at www.nc6il.oro .

On behalf of the National Conference of Insurance Legislators (NCOIL), I am forwarding to you a 
Resolution Supporting State Regulation of the Use of Credit information in Personal Insurance, which was 
adopted unanimously by the NCOIL Executive Committee on Sunday, July 13, 2008 during the NCOIL 
Summer Meeting at the New York Marriott Marquis. 

The resolution recognizes the ongoing 26-state success of the NCOIL insurance scoring modef act and its 
ability to protect consumers and promote competitive insurance markets— including provisions that assist 
the young, old, and those who suffer extraordinary life events. 

In general, the 2002 NCOIL Model Act Regarding Use of Credit Information in Personal Insurance 
prohibits credit experience from being the sole factor influencing a personal-lines underwriting or rating 
decision and provides for use of updated credit information, among other things. 

The resolution opposes any federal legislation that would disregard a state legislatures' ability to 
determine what is best for their individual states and would infringe on state authority to regulate the 
business of insurance. Proponents of pending federal credit scoring bills say they would remedy 
concerns that insurance scores serve as "stand-ins" for race, income, or ethnicity. 

The resolution says that two pending federal bills, H.R. 5633, the Nondiscriminatory Use of Consumer 
Reports and Consumer Information Act of 2008, and H. R. 6062, the Personal Lines of Insurance Fairness 
Act of 2008, would intrude on state-level efforts to oversee insurance scoring.

OIL SPILLS: Senators to discuss Exxon court ruling (07/22/2008)

A Senate panel will examine at a hearing tomorrow how the Supreme Court's decision to 
sharply cut a $2.5 billion judgment against Exxon Mobil Corp. for the 1989 Exxon Valdez 
oil spill has helped to shield the large corporation from being held financially 
accountable for misconduct. 

Last month in Exxon Shipping Co. v. Baker, the court ruled the punitive damages excessive 
and cut them to $507.7 million, arguing a rough one-to-one ration of punitive to 
compensatory damages was appropriate in maritime cases. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals had already halved a $5 billion jury verdict awarded 
in 1994. 

The Supreme Court's ruling, however, did not go entirely the oil giant's way. Justices 
rejected multiple arguments from Exxon, including the company's claim that the Clean Water 
Act penalties pre-empt punitive damages in such maritime cases (Greenwire, June 25). 

Still, the severe decrease to the judgment was a blow to the class-action suit's 33,000 
plaintiffs, which included commercial fishers and native Alaskans who had pushed for a far 
greater penalty for the 11-million-gallon oil spill that devastated coastal fisheries and

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ecosystems in the Prince William Sound. 

Osa Schultz, a fisherman and small business owner in Alaska's Prince William Sound/ will 
represent the plaintiffs before the Senate Judiciary Committee tomorrow. 

"The recent decision by the United States Supreme Court trumps the rights of the 
individual for the benefit of bottom line corporate interests," said Schultz in a 
statement released yesterday by the Whole Truth Campaign, an Alaskan advocacy 
organization. 



The committee will also hear from Harvard law professor Elizabeth Bartholet and Patricia 
Ann Milliet, co-head of Washington-D.C. -based law firm Akin, Gump, Strauss, Hauer and 
Feld's Supreme Court practice. Milliet has argued a total of 26 cases in front of the 
court . 

Schedule: The hearing is tomorrow at 10 a.m. in 226 Dirksen. 

Witnesses: Osa Schultz, fisherman and business owner in Prince William Sound, Alaska; 
Elizabeth Bartholet, Morris Wasserstein professor at Harvard Law School; and Patricia Ann

Governor: 

Both Co-Chairs of the C & RA committee, Rep. LeDoux and Rep. Fairdough and some members of House 
leadership, Rep. Olson, Rep. Chenault? want to amend the resource rebate bill as follows: 

1. Add the $1 ,200 per person resource rebate payment as a separate line item on the PFD checks and check 
stubs / 1099's (for people that get direct deposit) 

2. Not have any supplemental application process for persons that did not qualify for a 2008 PFD. (This 
removes an estimated 40,000 persons that our supplemental process in our bill are estimated to pick up). 
This would save 40,000 x $1,200 in payments (over $40 million) and the $500,000 cost of Revenue to 
running the new resource rebate program. These are persons in Alaska who don't qualify for a PFD 

because they have not been here long enough, etc). 

3. So that we do not miss veterans who receive VA benefits that are reduced by PFD payments so they do 
not even apply for the PFD and would otherwise be left out in the coid by limiting the $1,200 to persons 
getting PFD's, they would creates a new alternative payment program for just those veterans. The cost for 
picking up the veterans alone is probably under $7 million. 

In my opinion, we cannot get the bill out of the committee without these amendments but will defer to Kelly on her 
measure of the committee.

1. HB 4002 - Resource Rebate bill moved as amended to add the $1,200 as a line item on the pfd 
onto the House Finance Committee. It is scheduled for a hearing on Saturday. Karen, Jerry 
Burnett, and I are carrying the bill. In the House Community and Regional Affairs Committee, 
Salmon and Olson signed "do pass" recommendations, (which is usually a pretty strong show of 
support for a bill). Fairclough, Dahlstrom, and LeDoux signed "no recommendation" which is 
usually a sign they are on the fence. Neuman was our only strong opponent of the bill and signed 
as a "do not pass* recommendation. All legislators are free to vote however they want on the 
floor. 

2. HB 4003 -Energy Appropriations bill moved as amended to show the $50 million in savings 
from the Olson amendment to the resource rebate bill which eliminated the supplemental 
application process onto the House Finance Committee. It is scheduled for a hearing on 
Saturday. As the resource rebate bill stands now, only persons found eligible for the 2008 pfd will 
get the $1,200 resource rebate! The committee requested, and we agreed completed with the 
committee to work on an amendment that would pick up the veterans who would otherwise be left 
out of the resource rebate. This is a group of roughly 400 elderly and non-service disabled 
veterans who do not apply for the PFD now because the feds offeet the income against their VA 
benefits. Salmon and LeDoux were the "do pass" votes with Neuman the only "do not pass" 
again. 

3* HB 4004 - Motor Fuel Tax bill moved as amended out of the House Labor and Commerce 
committee. Gatto and Neuman were the "do pass" votes on the bill, Gardner and Buch were the 
"do not pass" votes, and Ramras and Olson were the "no recommendation" votes. The bill moved 
on to the House Finance Committee, It is scheduled for a hearing on Monday. Not much public 
support showing up for this bill, t think the urban D's (Buch, Gardner) oppose it because the 
Alaska Conservation League? showed up and basically testified as I interpreted it that if you lower 
the price of fuel, people will use more of it and we will move more slowly towards alternative fuels, 
and that there is no guarantee the tax savings will be passed onto the consumers. Cora and \ are 
meeting with UFA and other fishing groups tomorrow to try and get them interested in the bill and 
the savings it would provide to Alaska commercial and charter fishermen, many of whom live in 
rural areas.

High-Impact Firms Create Alaska's Jobs And Growth 

State Has 1,117 Of These important Firms 

WASHINGTON, D.C. - "High-impact" firms create Alaska's new jobs and growth, 
according to a study recently released by the Office of Advocacy of the U.S. Small Business 
Administration. Distributed across all industries, high-impact firms account for almost all 
employment and revenue growth in the national economy, the study concludes. 
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Of the 376,604 high impact firms identified by researchers nationwide, 1,1 17 are located in 
Alaska. That number represents 2.76 percent of Alaska's firms. 

The study High-Impact Firms: Gazelles Revisited, defines high-impact firms as those whose sales 
have at least doubled over a four-year period and which have an employment "growth quantifier" (the 
firm's absolute change in employment multiplied by the percent change) of two or more- 

The study notes that such firms are found across all industries and in all geographic regions. It 
ranks regions, states, metropolitan statistical areas, and counties by their percentage of high-impact 
firms. The study finds, with some data limitations, that high-impact firms are not start-ups but are on 
average around 25 years old, and that they come in all size classes. The report also documents that over 
the periods studied, nearly all job losses came from large, low-impact firms. 

"High-impact firms are important to Alaska's economic growth and development," said Dr. Chad 
Moutray, Chief Economist for the Office of Advocacy. "State policy makers would be wise to consider 
how their policies can encourage such firms."

Dear Fellow Alaskan, 

A well-trained, well-educated workforce is critical for Alaska businesses to remain competitive in 
today's global, high-tech economy. We must make development of our workforce a top priority. 
We will not be satisfied with any kind of job, but jobs that create a better quality of life. 

Historically, the state's job development efforts have relied heavily on federal funding for 
programs such as adult basic education, training and employment. The list goes on, but the 
bottom line is that a bare minimum of state funding has been invested in these successful 
programs. Some of the responsibility for increasing the number of Alaska hires lies with Alaska 
businesses, but the state must also do a better job of preparing a workforce capable of filling the 
jobs that are critical to our economic success. 

We will continue to work with the Alaska Legislature \o change the story by supporting targeted 
investments and placing more emphasis on state funding for workforce awareness and 
preparation. 

The State Training and Employment Program (STEP), which was recently extended for two 
years, provides training for Alaskans in high-demand jobs and fills gaps not met by federal 
programs. Operated by the Alaska Department of Labor and Workforce Development 
(DOLWD), STEP has trained nearly 30,000 Alaska workers over the last 19 years. These 
participants earned more than $71 million in Alaska wages in the first year following their 
training, a 35 percent increase over pre-training earnings. The long-term benefit: more than 90 
percent of STEP participants remain in Alaska. 

Our ground-breaking partnerships - between business and industry, education and state 
government - are creating successful opportunities, We're investing an additional $2.3 million 
for DOLWD*s Alaska Youth First program. Together with the Department of Education and 
Early Development's Work Keys program, Alaska Youth First provides career awareness and 
basic work skills development in our schools. A DOLWD partnership with school districts and 
the private sector has seen the advent and growth of the Alaska construction academies, which 
are training both in- and out-of-school youth as well as young adult workers in basic 
construction, welding and other skills. We are using existing facilities to offer basic skills 
development - for youth and adults -.for entry into construction careers.

Our regional training centers 
offer training in partnership with industry. And the University of Alaska is seeing an increase for 
significant expansions to its engineering and allied health programs, offering substantial and successful 
career opportunities to more Alaskans. 

And to connect trainees with jobs, Labor Commissioner Click Bishop is pursuing agreements with 
business and industry to provide more entry-level jobs for Alaskans, including registered 
apprenticeships and structured on-the-job training agreements, and adding employment opportunities 
for industry-related occupational training. 

With targeted state investments aimed toward closing the skills gap and providing Alaska's employers 
with trained workers, we will see more career opportunities that will keep our young workers at home, 
and offer better jobs to thousands of underemployed and unemployed Alaskans.

1. HB 4002 - Resource Rebate bill moved as amended to add the $1 ,200 as a line item on the pfd onto the House 
Finance Committee. It is scheduled for a hearing on Saturday. Karen, Jerry Burnett, and I are carrying the bill. In 
the House Community and Regional Affairs Committee, Salmon and Olson signed "do pass" recommendations, 
(which is usually a pretty strong show of support for a bill). Fairclough, Dahistrom, and LeDoux signed "no 
recommendation 1 ' which is usually a sign they are on the fence. Neuman was our only strong opponent of the bill 
and signed as a "do not pass" recommendation. All legislators are free to vote however they want on the floor. 

2. HB 4003 - Energy Appropriations bill moved as amended to show the $50 million in savings from the Olson 
amendment to the resource rebate bill which eliminated the supplemental application process onto the House 
Finance Committee. It is scheduled for a hearing on Saturday. As the resource rebate bill stands now, only persons 
found eligible for the 2008 pfd will get the $1 ,200 resource rebate. The committee requested, and we agreed 
completed with the committee to work on an amendment that would pick up the veterans who would otherwise be left 
out of the resource rebate. This is a group of roughly 400 elderly and non-service disabled veterans who do not 
apply for the PFD now because the feds offset the income against their VA benefits. Salmon and LeDoux were the 
"do pass" votes with Neuman the only "do not pass" again. 

3. HB 4004 - Motor Fuel Tax bill moved as amended out of the House Labor and Commerce committee. Gatto and 
Neuman were the "do pass" votes on the bill, Gardner and Buch were the "do not pass* votes, and Ramras and 
Olson were the "no recommendation" votes. The bill moved on to the House Finance Committee. It is scheduled for 
a hearing on Monday. Not much public support showing up for this bill, f think the urban D*s (Buch, Gardner) 
oppose it because the Alaska Conservation League? showed up and basically testified as I interpreted it that if you 
lower the price of fuel, people will use more of it and we will move more slowly towards alternative fuels, and that 
there is no guarantee the tax savings will be passed onto the consumers. Cora and f are meeting with UFA and 
other fishing groups tomorrow to try and get them interested in the bill and Ihe savings it would provide to Alaska 
commercial and charter fishermen, many of whom five in rural areas. 

SENATE 

1. SB 4002 - Resource Rebate bill was heard and held in Senate Finance. I wilt try to work tomorrow with the 
committee aide for Stedman to review issues and answer any questions I can. No schedule yet that I am aware for 
the committee taking up the bill again. 

2. SB 4003 — Energy Appropriations bill was heard and held in Senate Finance. 

3. SB 4004 - Motor Fuel Tax bill was heard and held in Senate Finance. From his questions, I think Bert believes that 
most or a good part of the savings for fishermen from not paying the motor fuel tax would go to non-resident 
fishermen buying fuel in Dutch Harbor. I am trying to put together some stats on Alaska resident permit holders and 
resident charter fishermen to show significant savings go to Alaskans. I will work on this tomorrow.

I havent heard anything further from Senator Stevens in response to my inquiry- Unless you fee! otherwise, I'm 
not inclined to ask him again. 

The Senator knows that we have sought to consult. Further, he has generally favored the construction of roads 
and infrastructure needed to facilitate commerce and natural resource development In this regard/ 1 recall his 
support during ANILCA for an East-West corridor along the southern flank of the Brooks Range. 

So, I believe that he is likely to support the concept of East-West corridors now as long as the responsibility for 
finding the required funds does not fall inordinately on him. I doubt that there would be much federal funding 
beyond the State's usual highway allocations, particularly since there could be environmental opposition. 

Earlier today, I responded to a general inquiry from Commissioner von Scheben concerning the Fairbanks to 
Nome corridor. For whatever the/re worth, I've excerpted these comments below. 



I am intrigued by the idea of an East-West transportation route from Fairbanks to Nome. As you know, 
this Issue has been discussed before, but it seems to be gaining some positive momentum that didnt 
exist previously. 

My concerns are making sure that there are sufficient resources and other benefits to justify the cost 
funding from State and federal sources, and the need to avoid federal lands to the extent possible. The 
latter issue relates to the problem of obtaining rights of way across federal lands. 

In any event, I think that, if the Idea flies with the Governor and you, it becomes a case of nothing 
ventured, nothing gained.

NEW LEGISLATION ON ALCOHOL 

Opening up a drafting fife at LAW for their attorneys to start drafting a bill cracking down on alcohol. 
Initially, this bill would contain 2 ideas we did not get through last year and 3 new ones. The proposals 
we did not get last year were: 

(a) civil fines for alcohol license holders when their clerks sell to minors and 

(b) no shipping alcohol to the bush in plastic bottles (bootleggers like to burp the air out of the plastic 
bottles so the bottled do not slosh and plastic bottles do not clank like glass against anything) (This was a 
recommendation of a joint federal-state task force on rural justice and was supported by prior troopers but 
Wait had Major Glick testify against our proposal in committee for reasons that are still unclear to me).

We considered with this union the savings of them NOT having a contract for going on two 
years and our conversations with Washington state which ended up going to arbitration with 
its maritime unions, where they were treated pretty well. 



The amount of money involved was minor to get to this agreement, considering our options.

We considered with this union the savings of them NOT having a contract for going on two 
years and our conversations with Washington state which ended up going to arbitration with 
its maritime unions, where they were treated pretty well. 



The amount of money involved was minor to get to this agreement, considering our options.

If school districts do not receive extra help, the added costs will reduce school budgets for educating our 
youth - and this is not acceptable.

This is a brief chronology of recent questions posed to KABATA, and their responses: 

1.0n April 22, 2008, Deputy Commissioner Frank Richards wrote KABATA a letter requiring their response to a 
number of questions including an accounting of the $40 million spent to date, information about the draft RFP, 
risks associated with the project, project projected revenue, an updated cost estimate, and a question about 
the construction of the Ingra-Gambell connector. 

2. On May 28, 2008 KABATA responded to the letter from Frank Richards. The response was less than 
satisfactory, and there was some serious concerns expressed about their updated cost estimate. 

3. DOT/PF, in conjunction with Federal Highway Administration , determined it was it was necessary to secure an 

estimate update of project costs. The Request for Proposal was advertised July 9 th , with a due date of 7/30. 
The work effort will be funded jointly by the FHWA, and DOT. 

4. The AMATS Policy Committee continues to have a keen interest in this project. At the July 10 th meeting, the 
Policy Committee gave KABATA a series of questions to answer. Although a lot of the questions overlapped 
with questions asked by Frank Richards, or were already asked and answered in the Environmental Impact 
Statement, many of the questions asked by members of the Policy Committee are centered around issues 
specific to the MunicipaLtTY OF Anchorage.

I ask that you consider the energy rebates for all children age 16 and under be given to local school 
districts. School districts must receive energy assistance. School district budgets have been hit hard by 
gas and diesel increases. 

Consider that rural school districts are paying $5+ a gallon for fuel to run the generators that power the 
lights and heat for the village or town school. Schools also serve as community centers. Generators 
must run twelve hours a day minimum usually. 

Consider that the larger school districts like Anchorage, Fairbanks, Mat-Su and Juneau transport 
students over many road miles. Utility costs have also increased. The energy cost is now way over 
what districts originally budgeted. 

A family with four children needs assistance for their schools. Do they need four rebates all to the same 
household, or could the rebates be more effective at the school level? Setting the age at 16, allows for 
rebates to go to 1 7 or 1 8 year olds who may be driving, or who may even be working. 
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If school districts do not receive extra help, the added costs will reduce school budgets for educating our 
youth - and this is not acceptable.
